Dear Readers, 

Firstly, let me wish you all a very happy and healthy 
2012.1 hope you all had a lovely break over this 
Christmas and New Year period. 

As I mentioned in my last newsletter - on the 3 rd of 
March 2012 it will be 70 years since the allies, of 
which there were many Dutch, were attacked by the 
Japanese at Broome. This is a very significant event 
as it is the first time that Australia was attacked by a 
foreign power. The attack in Darwin came later. 

To recognise the importance of this event there will 
be commemorations both in Broome and in Perth. 

The Broome commemoration will take place on the 
3 rd of March in Broome and the Dutch Community is 
welcome to join that events. 

ANSWA will be holding their Commemoration 
service on the 29 th February, but unfortunately, due 
to ‘limited’ space at the Karrakatta Annex, it will be 
by invitation only, however ANSWA in combination 
with Neerlandia will hold a reception at the 
Neerlandia Clubhouse on February the 29 th starting 
at 11.15am. 

The event is an open day event and everyone from 
the Dutch Community, who are interested are invited 
to come along to the Neerlandia Clubhouse. 

The bar will be open and you will also be able to get 
your coffee and other Dutch snacks from the kitchen 
as required. The shop will open as well. 

We are very lucky to have survivors from the Broome 
attack at our commemoration. 

Mr. Wijnand Kramer will attend. 

Mr Winckel, who unfortunately is ill, will be 
represented by his son,. 

Mr. Winckel was at the Broome airstrip when nine 
Zeros struck. He pulled a machine gun from its 
mounting and made a stand behind a sawn off tree. 

He managed to shoot at one of the Zeros. He was 
awarded the Bronze Star for his bravery. 

The Japanese destroyed 16 flying boats ‘Catalinas’ 
and 7 aircraft on Broome’s airstrip. 

We will be putting together an exhibit at Neerlandia 
that will give visitors the opportunity to see what 
happened at Broome on the 3 rd of March 1942. 

Several people will also be presenting short speeches. 
One of the speakers will be Mr Doug Hurst, author 
of the book ‘The Fourth Ally’. 

He will be highlighting the role of the Dutch in 
Australia in WW11. 

I look forward to seeing you all at the Neerlandia 
Clubhouse on Wednesday the 29 th of February 2012.

70 th Anniversary of Broome Air Raid 

3 March 2012 marks the 70th anniversary of the Broome Air Raid by Japanese forces during the Second World War. 
Services to commemorate this day will be held in Broome and Perth. 

In the early morning of 3 March 1942 Japanese forces bombed the city of Broome. During the attack many Dutch 
civilians, who were being evacuated from Indonesia, died a tragic death trapped aboard the 15 allied flying boats 
bombed in Roebuck Bay. 

Broome, 2 and 3 March 2012 

On 2 March Dutch Ambassador Willem Andreae will host a Dutch commemorative gathering in the Mercure Hotel 
in Broome. He will welcome Dutch survivors and family, members of the Dutch community and press. Gus Winckel, 
the now 99 year-old Dutch pilot and war-hero, famous for downing a Japanese Zero with a hand-held machine gun, 
will be guest of honor at the Dutch gathering. 

On 3 March, the Shire of Broome, in collaboration with the Broome RSL and the Embassy of the Kingdom of the 
Netherlands, will organize a commemoration service to mark the 70 th anniversary of the air raid. 

The service will be held in Bedford Park at 8 am, in close proximity to Roebuck Bay, where some of the flying boat 
wrecks still remain. 

During the commemoration services an interpretive sign as well as a booklet with new material on the air raids and 
several interviews with survivors will be presented during the commemoration. 

The Aboriginal community of Beagle Bay will take part in the ceremonies. The community played an important role 
in rescuing the pilot and crew of a Dutch DC3 that had been downed north of Broome, at Carnot Bay. 

Invitation 2 and 3 March 

The Netherlands Embassy would like to invite press and members of the Dutch community to attend the Dutch 
informative gathering on 2 March 2012 at 4 pm in the Mercure Hotel, Broome. Please register for catering purposes.

On 29 February the air raid will also be commemorated at the Karakatta cemetery in Perth, where the remains of 
many of the Dutch air raid victims have been buried.

New opportunities for Dutch-Australian mutual heritage cooperation will be presented at the Australian Dutch 
Heritage Day Reception and Launch of the Mutual Heritage Platform, 20 February 2012 & Australian-Dutch 
Heritage Day, 21 February 2012 

Looking ahead to the 400th anniversary in 2016 of Dirk Hartog’s arrival on the coast of Australia the Centre for 
International Heritage Activities in collaboration with the Embassy of the Kingdom of the Netherlands and the 
Western Australian Museum are organizing the Australian-Dutch Heritage Day. 

The Heritage Day will take place on 21 February, in the Western Australian Museum - Maritime in Fremantle. 
During the official opening reception in the evening of the 20th of February the Online Mutual Heritage Platform 
‘Cultural Heritage Connections’ will be launched. 

The heritage relations between the Netherlands and Australia go back more than 400 years. After the first expedition 
in 1606, several vessels from the Dutch East India Company wrecked off the coast of the Western Australia. In the 
recent decades four wrecks have been discovered dating back to the VOC period. In addition to maritime related 
heritage, migration of Dutch families after the Second World War led to strong ties between both countries. 
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The Dutch-Australian Mutual Heritage Platform ‘Cultural Heritage Connections’ will be launched on the 20th of 
February. This online platform is the direct result of an inventory conducted in the spring of 2011 by the CIE with 
support of the Netherlands Embassy in Canberra. It aims to give an overview of the heritage cooperation between the 
Netherlands and Australia, creates a better understanding of the possibilities and opportunities for future cooperation, 
promotes projects and presents new developments in the heritage field. Hundreds of projects, experts and 
organizations from the Dutch-Australian mutual heritage field can be found on the platform. 

The Australian-Dutch Heritage Day, held on 21February in Fremantle, will be a physical platform where knowledge, 
lessons learned and best practices can be shared. The general theme will be “Strengthening the Australian-Dutch 
Mutual Heritage Relations”. Experts in the fields of maritime, mercantile, migration and military mutual heritage 
relations will exchange their views and experiences through presentations and discussions. One of the main 
discussions will be on Maritime Heritage Relations. Researchers will present recent findings on the discovery of 
possible ships that wrecked in their effort to travel from the Cape to Java. Participants are encouraged to join the 
plenary discussions.

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‘ROEBUCK BAY WARRIORS’ 

Just recently I was reading a book written by a Jan 
James titled “Forever Warriors”. 

Right in the beginning is a ‘Dedication’ to a Mr 
Charles D’Antoine. I then realized that I knew of 
this man many years ago - a local from the Derby/ 
Broome area of our state and where I had lived for 
almost 13 years. 

I became engrossed once I read: 

“This book is dedicated to the late Charles 
D’Antoine who carried out extreme acts of 
bravery at Roebuck Bay in Broome WA 1942”. 

As we will be 
commemorating the 
70 th Anniversary of 
this very event, on 
the 29 th February, I 
thought it is only 
just and fitting that 
Mr D’Antoine be 
acknowledged for 
the part that he so 
heroically played on 
that terrible & tragic 
day. 

Charles, an 
aboriginal man from 
One Arm Point, just 
23 years of age in 
1942 was waiting in 
Broome to join the 
Army. Filling in time 
he obtained a job refuelling the ‘Flying boats’ in 
Roebuck Bay. These ‘flying boats’ were 
evacuating Dutch citizens from Java as the 
Japanese were just moving in. 

Little did Charles or anyone else know that on that 
morning of the 3 rd March 1942 the area of Roebuck 
Bay would be the scene of an horrendous yet 
historic event. 

The Dutch refugees were all aboard the aircraft as 
Charles was refuelling when he noticed enemy 
fighter planes drawing closer and then begin their 
attack on the ‘flying boats’. 

With the only dinghy already taken by 2 other 
people there was nothing else to do but to swim. 
Charles was a strong swimmer and familiar with 
these waters. 

Seeing Charles take to the water a woman 
clasping her child followed him and although she 
could swim she was in a state of shock and of 
course distraught; and then being weighed down 
by the child in the fast running tide she soon began 
to sink. Charles swam to her and supported her 
and the child, and in sign language he reassured 
her that they would all be okay. 


Once the firing had stopped some people in another 
boat saw them and picked them up. 

That in itself was certainly a heroic feat on the part 
of Mr D’Antoine and yet he continued to assist 
helping others who were in the water. 

He did go on to say that he was concerned about 
the sharks in the water! 

Charles went on to receive a ‘Certificate of Merit’ 
from the Royal Humane Society of Australia for 
rescuing the woman and her child. The Royal 
Netherlands Air Force awarded him with a medal for 
his bravery. 

On that day the 3 rd March 1942 there were 5 other 
aboriginal men who played a part in rescuing Dutch 
Evacuees in the North West - Jerry Dardan of 
Lombardina Mission, Robin Hunter & Paddy Torres 
of Broome and also a Joe Jinjarri and a Paddy. 
Extracts from a report in the Daily News 1942 by a 
War Correspondent ‘Harry Potter’: 

“Native saves Dutch Evacuees in North West” 
“When a party of Dutch people were stranded on 
the North West coast of Australia they were sorely 
In need of food and water. Scores of miles from any 
other white men and women they faced stark 
tragedy which would undoubtedly have overtaken 
the whole party but for the succour given them by a 
full-blooded aboriginal. 

He is 25 year old powerfully built Jerrie Dardan of 
the Bardi tribe (One Arm Point) and both the Dutch 
authorities and the West Australian Government 
rewarded him for what he did. ” 

“Although he worked at coastal ports Dardan has 
never lost his inclinations to roam the bush. 

Normally when evacuated inland he would have 
gone by truck but he and the other 2 natives 
preferred to walk the 100 miles to their objective. 
Some of the stranded Dutch people set out for help 
believing that the nearest port was about 25 miles 
away. Actually it was more than twice that distance. 
They were on the point of exhaustion when the 
natives encountered them. 

Jerrie’s companions immediately made off into the 
bush believing the strangers were Japanese but 
Dardan concealed himself until he was satisfied that 
they were ‘white fell a '. Soon he was helping them 
to his meagre rations and water. 

After guiding them to permanent water Jerrie made 
all speed to a native mission 40 miles away and 
joined in the rescue party which brought all the 
survivors to safety ." 

Without doubt there are many more stories of 
bravery; incidents that took place on that day in and 
around Broome. 

I thought these two were definitely worth a mention. 
Thanks to Jan James for information gleaned from 
her book ‘Forever Warriors' and from the Internet’.

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The historic city of Roermond 


Roermond is a city, a municipality and a diocese in the south-eastern part of 
the Netherlands, situated in the middle of the province of Limburg and it is bordered 
by the Maas River to the west and Germany to the east. 

The city of Roermond is a historically important town, on the lower Roer at the east 
bank of the Meuse river. It received city rights in 1231. Population 2011: 55,595. 
Roermond town centre has been designated as a conservation area. 

HISTORY 

From around 1180 -1543, Roermond belonged to the duchy of Guelders. In 1213 Roermond was destroyed by Otto 
IV of Brunswick, the Holy Roman Emperor and German King. By 1232 the city had been rebuilt and was given its 
own seal, own reign, own mint, and its own court. 

The first mention of the monastery of the Franciscan Friars Minor, the “Minderbroederklooster”, was in 1309. 

In 1361 the Chapter of the Holy Spirit moved from St. Odilienberg to Roermond. 

Around 1350 Roermond became the capital of the "Overkwartier van Gelre" (Upper Quarter of Gelre). In 1388, 
during the Hundred Years' War, a siege by the French occurred. A battle for the outer fortifications Buiten Op, 
destruction of these fortifications and the old parish church followed. 

In 1441, Roermond became a member of the Hanseatic League, and by 1472 acquired the right to mint its own coins. 

SPANISH NETHERLANDS 

Froml543-1702 the area was part of the Spanish Netherlands. 

On 23 April 1568 the Battle of Rheindalen occurred near Roermond, which signaled the start 
of the Eighty Years' War. In 1572, Roermond was occupied by the Dutch William the Silent, 
but was recaptured by the Spanish duke Fadrique Alvarez de Toledo. 

Under Spanish rule, Roermond became a bastion of the Counter-Reformation. On behalf of 
the Inquisition, people were encouraged to report suspects of witchcraft and heresy. In 1613, 

64 presumed witches were burnt on the Galgeberg hill near the Kapel in het Zand in 
Roermond, the biggest witch trial in the Netherlands ever. 

In 1632 the Dutch Stadhouder Frederik Hendrik conquered Venlo, Roermond and Maastricht 
during his famous "March along the Meuse". Attempts in the coming years to annex 
Antwerp and Brussels failed however. The northern Dutch were disappointed by the lack of 
local support. The Counter-Reformation had firmly reattached the local population to Roman 
Catholicism, and they now distrusted the Calvinist Northerners even more than they loathed 
the Spanish occupiers. 

From 1632 and 1637, Roermond was under the control of the Dutch Republic, and again from 1702 to 1716. 

Between 1716 and 1794, it was part of the Austrian Netherlands within the Habsburg Monarchy. 

FRENCH PERIOD 

On 11 December 1792, during the French Revolutionary Wars, the French under General De Miranda conquered 
Roermond, but by 5 March 1793, was under Habsburg control again. The city was again occupied by the French on 5 
April 1794 and officially became part of the French departement Meuse-Inferieure from 1795 to 1814. 

In 1814, during the War of the Sixth Coalition, Roermond was liberated by the Russians. 

NETHERLANDS 

After the Anglo-Dutch Treaty of 1814 Roermond became part of the new Kingdom of the 
Netherlands. The new province was to receive the name "Maastricht", after its capital. King 
William, who did not want the name Limburg to be lost, insisted that the name be changed 
to Limburg. As such, the name of the new province derived from the old duchy of 
Limburg, that had existed until 1648 within the triangle Maastricht - Liege - Aachen. 

When the Netherlands and Belgium separated in 1830, there was support for adding Limburg 
to Belgium, but in the end (1839) the province was divided in two, with the eastern part 
going to the Netherlands and the western part to Belgium. From that time, Dutch Limburg 
was, as the new Duchy of Limburg, also part of the German Confederation. 

Between 1940 to 1945, during World War II, the Germans occupied Roermond. The city was 
liberated on 1 March 1945 by the Recce Troop of the 35th US Infantry Division 
during Operation Grenade. By the time of liberation 90% of all buildings were either 
damaged or destroyed. Restoration gave back the old city centre its full glory.

THE MUNSTER CHURCH 

In July 1554, 950 out of 1300 houses were burnt down and in 1665 
Roermond burnt again, this time more than two-thirds of the houses, 
convents and churches were devastated! Roermond still has a lot of 
churches and the most famous are St.Christopher's Cathedral and the 
Munster church. 

In 1410 St.Christopher's church was moved to the market square, in¬ 
side the new town wall. On top is a huge statue of St.Christopher 
watching over Roermond. 

The Munster church was originally an abbey-church, established in 
1224 by Count Gerard van Gelre. Count Gerard and his wife Mar- 
garetha van Brabant are buried in a beautiful tomb in the church. 

In the 19th century the architect Pierre Cuypers added bigger towers 
on the east and west side. His statue stands on the Munster Square Munster Church 

looking at the Munster Church. 

Pierre Cuypers built 68 churches all over the Netherlands, as well as the Central Railway Station and the National 
Gallery (Rijksmuseum) in Amsterdam. He also worked in Belgium, Germany and France. Another world-famous 
workshop was that of Joep Nicolas and his sons. They made beautiful glass-stained windows and often worked to¬ 
gether with Pierre Cuypers. There are still a lot of artists living and working in Roermond. 

On May 27, 1990, four Australian tourists were shot in the Roermond city centre, two of whom later died. Because 
they were driving around in a British car, terrorists linked to the IRA thought they were British soldiers. 

The two men were lawyers on holiday. 

In 1992 an earthquake measuring 5.4 on the Richter scale shook the town. The damage remained limited owing to 
the fact that the seism occurred at a depth of approximately 17 kilometers. The total damage was estimated at 
170 million guilders. 

It damaged a lot of historical monuments in Roermond, but thankfully they have all managed to be restored. 

The Rattentoren ('Rat's tower') is the only survivor of what once were 27 towers pro¬ 
tecting the city during the medieval period. As was common in medieval times, the 
city of Roermond was surrounded by a wall with lookout towers as part of its fortifica¬ 
tion system. 

The tower is constructed out of marl, with layers of much harder brick on the outside. 
It probably dates from the 14th century. 

Of the city-walls only a few remain.

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Raadpensionaris “ Schimmelpenninck” 


Raadspensionaris Schimmelpenninck. 

Those of my readers who have enjoyed smoking a fine 
cigar, will remember the name Schimmelpenninck, 
those cigars with a colourful designed paper band 
around them with a replica painting of a man with a 
powdered wig. At the time you probably did not know 
the history behind the name of this man, once playing 
an important role in Dutch history, and who was 
skillfully used by Napoleon. 

In the critical times during which the Dutch People 
were living when Napoleon's revolutionary armies 
were campaigning, it was Rutger Jan 
Schimmelpennick who guided his countries fortunes. 
Rutger Jan was born in Deventer on the 31st October 
1761, the son of a well to do wine merchant father of 
noble descent born out of wedlock. He studied law in 
Leiden and got his degree on the strength of his thesis 
(proefschrift) based on a hypothetical country being 
ruled in a democratic way as we know it at present. 

His political convictions turned him into an inspired 
follower of the Patriotic movement in the Republic. 
Like many others born in similar circumstances, it was 
very difficult, if not impossible, for him to get into 
influential offices of government. That was especially 
valid for all those born in the provinces outside 
Holland and Zeeland. These positions were mainly 
going to the long time established 'Regenten' families 
and nobility. This situation created a current of 
dissatisfaction amongst many educated youngsters at 
the time, the beginning of a general revolt against the 
establishment. The effects of the French Revolution 
and its ideals of freedom, equality and brotherhood 
were rapidly spreading and taking root in the Republic 
of the Seven Provinces. 

For about ten years, Schimmelpenninck was a 
successful lawyer, practising in Amsterdam. Through 
his marriage on the 26th of August 1788 with wealthy 
Catharine Nahuys he was building up some very 
important connections in Amsterdam, resulting in the 
formation of a Patriotic 'Vaderlandse Societeit'. 
However the life of this venture was cut short after the 
arrival in 1787 of a Prussian army of 20.000 men 
under command of Charles, Duke of Brunswick and so 
with the backing of England, an "Act of Guarantee" 
was agreed on securing the position of Stadtholder 
(Willem V with his Prussian consort Wilhelmina) in 
the Republic. Herman Willem Daendels and his 
patriots who defended Amsterdam against the 
invading Prussians, had fled to France after their 
defeat, right into the turmoil of the French Revolution 
and the terror that followed. 

When years later, General Pichegru marched into the 
Republic of the Seven Provinces during the severe 
winter of 1794-1795, he was supported by some 
10.000 Patriots under command of General Daendels. 
It was then that Daendels, with French support, was 
appointed Lieutenant General of the new Batavian 


Republic, proclaimed on the 19th January 1795, backed 
with the armed support of the French. With his influence 
and input, a new constitution was adopted in 1798 for the 
new Republic, but not before the secretary of the French 
Ambassador Auguste Ducange had started a coup d'etat on 
21/22 January 1798 and thereby put the Unitarists or 
Radicals in power by forcibly removing the opposing 
members from the General Assembly with the help of a 
detachment grenadiers under Daendel's command. 

Soon after the proclamation of the Batavian Republic, 
patriot Schimmelpennick was chosen as member of the 
provisional government of Amsterdam, followed by his 
appointment on the 17th May 1796 as president of the First 
National Assembly of the Batavian Republic, which 
appointment ended on the 29th of May 1797 with some 
interruption in between. Then in the year 1798 Jan Rutger 
Schimmelpenninck took up his appointment as Ambassador 

for the 
Batavian 
Republic in 
Paris and it was 
there that he 
became a great 
admirer of 
Napoleon 
Bonaparte. 

In political life, 
as well in our 
ordinary lives, 
our future 
achievements 
and successes 
are often the 
outcome of 
casual 
meetings or 
friendships 
from the early 
days in our 
lives. 

So it was with 
Isaac Jan 
Alexander 

Gogel, an old time friend and fellow Patriot of Rutger Jan 
Schimmelpennick. He was a 'self-made' man born on the 
10th of December 1765, son of a German army officer in 
the service of the Dutch Republic. He started as an 
apprentice merchant in Amsterdam when he was sixteen 
years old. By studying hard and consistently, he became a 
prominent Dutch economist, gathering his ideas from 
publications available at the time. He joined the Patriot 
Party because of the level of corruption he noticed under 
the existing system of Stadtholder Willem V. 

It would be helpful that the various political opinions of 
those times are made more understandable for my readers. 
Schimmelpenninck was a so-called 'Moderate' who wanted 
a central government for the State but did not support any

further electoral changes. On the whole the Moderates 
were often irresolute and were called 'Slijmgasten' (slime 
-balls) by the opposing parties. 

Daendels and Gogel on the other hand were 'Unitarian' 
who believed that the various regions should be 
transformed into the French system of 'Departements', 
with a controlling strong central government. 

Soon after the coup on the 22nd of January 1798, 
Alexander Gogel was appointed 'Agent for Finance', 
followed later by the title of 'Secretary of State Finance' 
after Napoleon had crowned himself as Emperor of 
France on that cold 2nd day of December 1804 in front 
of an assembly of dignitaries and the Pope. As Secretary 
of State Finance Gogel attempted the reform and 
upgrade the existing taxation system, but as this entailed 
the abolition of the old long established 'ad hoc' system 
supplemented with forced loans by the Republic to keep 
the shop going, this was met with strong resistance by 
the established interested parties of Nobles and Regents. 
With the support of his powerful alley the Emperor 
Napoleon, Gogel now was able to enforce his desired 
Tax Reform, which was subsequently enacted in June 
1805 and put into operation as from the 1st of January 
1806. 

It was not long after Schimmelpenninck was installed as 
Ambassador of the Batavian Republic that he caught the 
attention of 'Consul' Napoleon and so he was invited to 
take part in the Peace negotiations of Amiens between 
France and England during the years 1801/1802 and 
concluded on the 27th of March 1802. England thereby 
returned all the Dutch colonies, except Ceylon. 

The French Revolution and the 'Directoire' actually came 
to an end after the Coup d'Etat on the 9th of November 
1799 whereby Napoleon Bonaparte formed a 
Triumphirate with two other Consuls, with himself as 
First Consul. This form of government did not last long 
as Napoleon cleverly out-manoeuvred the two other 
Consuls and started ruling France on his own. This was 
affirmed on a cold day on the 2nd of December 1804 
when he crowned himself as TEmpereur de 



France' (Emperor of the French) in the magnificent 
Notre Dame Cathedral, attended by Pope Pius VII and a 
host of Heads of State and Nobles. The event has been 
recorded with a beautiful painting of approximately 6x9 


meters, executed by the artist Jacques Louis David and 
now displayed at the Louvre. 

Some years after Napoleon's coronation in 1804, 
Schimmelpenninck was requested by the emperor to draft 
a new constitution for the 'Batavian Commonwealth' 
which had supplanted the Batavian Republic after a coup 
in 1801. This new constitution was accepted by Napoleon 
and confirmed by a national election on the 16th of April 
1805. As a point of interest, only 4 % of the registered 
voters actually tasted a vote. Are we really changing that 
much over the years? 

Then followed Schimmelpennick's appointment as 
'Raadspensionaris' or Grand Pensionary of the newly 
established Republic whereby in fact he actually became 
the CEO in Holland as the representative of the French 
Government. He was assisted by a Legislative Council of 
nineteen members and assisted by Alexander Gogel, the 
Raadspensionaris managed to enact some important 
legislation, like a upgraded system of taxation, including 
a land registry, a land tax, a tax on servants, horses, 
furniture, salt, alcoholic drinks, soap, peat (turf) etc. 
Schimmelpenninck's Secretary of State for Education, 
Hein van Stralen, enacted public education subsidised by 
the State. 

However the political environment in Holland was not 
very stable in these times of great international changes 
and so it was on the 4th of June 1806 that Napoleon's 
younger brother Lodewijk Napoleon was appointed as 
King of the Kingdom of Holland, thereby replacing 
Raadspensionaris Schimmelpenninck, who was now 
facing the future without any position in government. 
During the following five years he probably involved 
himself again with his law practice activities of his early 
years. 

Then, lo and behold, it was on 10 April 1811 by decree of 
Emperor Napoleon, that Rutger Jan Schimmelpenninck 
was elevated to 'Comte de'l Empire' with right of 
continuation for the first born male. This came after his 
appointment as a senator in the French Parliament, a 
position he held from 1811 till 1813, when Napoleon's 
armies were defeated at the battle of Leipzig in October 
1813. 

Then, after Napoleon's final defeat at Waterloo in 1815, 
and when at the Congress of Vienna it was decided to 
appoint Willem I as King of the Netherlands, it was 
Schimmelpennick who was chosen to take a seat in the 
senate. For reasons of health, especially his diminishing 
sight, he finally had to withdraw from public life and 
settled in his beloved' havezate' (reinforced mansion) 
Nijenhuis near Diepenheim in Twente. He died on the 
15th of February 1825 in Amsterdam. 

And so ended the colourful life of a talented descendant 
of a bastard branch of a noble family from Gelderland, 
who's Doopsgezinde (Mennonite) parents had no political 
rights in the Republic of the Seven Provinces. Some of 
this intolerance percolated until the last war as I can 
witness from my own experience.
